i One very important factor in the 
! size of w-ater bills is the small leak. 
A dripping faucet in the kitchen ov 
j bathroom doesn’t seem like a regular 
I thief, but that is what it is, and a 
, leaky valve in a toilet is as bad as a 
; holdup bandit. 

I There are wavs and ways of water¬ 
ing lawms and flowers and some ways 
eat up a bank account faster than a 
mouse eats cheese. Light sprinkling 
during the very hot months is mostly 
throwing water away. A good soaa- 
ing less often will give far better re¬ 
sults at less cost. "To irrigate in fur¬ 
rows or basins and then neglect ro 
cultivate tlie soil, wastes over half the 
w-ater by evaporation within twenty- 
four hours. Mr. Mackerras quoted the 
warning of the Pasadena M’ater Sup¬ 
erintendent, “Use more fertilizer and 
less water, plants cannot live by water 
alone.” He arided that where people 
started sprinklers and went off and 
forgot them for awhile, their water- 
hills ought to be big, for they were 
reckles.sl.v wasting something that is 
not any too plentiful anywhere in the 
Southwest.

Similar to I hose of Today

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No Need to Lie Awake Nights 
For Fear of Big Water Bills 


T he statements made by the City Engineer in an inter¬ 
view I'egai'ding the water rates and the w'ater situation 
generally in this city, should clear up any doubts as to 
whether or not Sierra Madre is paying an undue price ior 
water. We hope our subscribers w'lll take the trouble to lead 
this interview, printed on another page, as it contains inior- 
mation which should be oi interest to all water users. 

Those who have come to the city within the past five or six 
years very seldom have any re; 
have confronted the city in handlin; 
fact, many who have been livin; 


lalization oi the problems which 
the water situation, in 
neie much longer than that 
have never really understood all the complications and dilli- 
culties in the background. They just moved in, turned on tiie 
water faucets, kicked whenever the force wasii t sullicient, 
and let it go at that, except once in a while to remark that 
they couldn’t see why the chai'ges were so high. 

It isn’t to be expected that a new resident, coming in to 
what is in every appearance an up to date growing city with 
all the modern conveniences, would readily understand 
all the hard work and grief involved in making over a co¬ 
operative, relatively small water system, primarily installed 
for irrigation purposes principally, into a municipal plant 
supplying a city and at the same time fulliliing the needs of 
the orchards still remaining within the city limits. 

With unlimited money, it wouldn’t have been so bad, but as 
with all new cities, the lunds have never been adequate to the 
needs. Our bonding capacity is limited by law and there are 
other departments to be considered beside the water. The 
new water mains which have just been installed aie a great 
improvement over the old, but there are many stieecs 
where the pipe thirty years old is still doing duty and wall 
continue to do so until more money is available. 

The city has been fortunate in having men in the water de¬ 
partment who have a highly developed sense oi personal re¬ 
sponsibility and who, through these strenuous months, have 
\vorked untiringly to keep the water supply adequate with as 
little interruption as possible. There have been no union 
hours in the water department, especially among those in 
chai’ge. 

When the trenches were dug for the new mains, the great 
difficulty was to keep the old ones from disintegrating before 
tne water was turned into the new. In many places, as soon 
as the pressure of the earth was removed from the old pipes, 
tney just naturally busted. The City Engineer, the Street 
Superintendent and the Water Superintendent got so accus-

Pear Culture 


By DAVID STARR .IORDAN 


two he did not know in tlie East, 
and perhaps, has forgotten .some 
uiings it wou’d have been as well 
to remember. The things he has 
learned ' loe chiefly to elbow room, 
nature ai, lirst hand and “the un¬ 
earned increment.” 

Ihe thing that he is most likely 
to lorget IS that the escape from 
public opinion is not escape from 
the consequences of wrong action. 

Of elbow room California offers 
abundance. In an old civilization 
nien grow like trees in a close-set 
iore.st. Individual growth and sym¬ 
metry gjve way to the necessity of 
W'owding'. Every man spends some 
large part of his strength in being 
not himseli, but what some dozens 
of other people expect him to be. 
There is no room for spreading 
branches, and the characteristic 
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■ best soil is deep and 
rather heavy, with 
plenty of moisture. Al¬ 
luvial river bottoms 
and moist clay-loam 
foothill slopes charac¬ 
terize our chief pear 
-sections. The tree will stand more 
drouth, moisture, and alkali than 
most Iruits, however, and thus is 
often used to fill in low, wet or 
slightly alkali spots or sloughs in 
orchartls of peaches or apricots 
where the latter trees would not 
live. Pears are not very particular 
as to climate, flourishing equally 
well near the coast, in the interior 
valleys and amono- the foothills. Ir¬ 
rigation is usually needed. 

Districts—The g._' ' 

of pears in California is to 
found in the central coast valley's 
the Sacramento Valley and 
cent regions and the Sierra foot¬ 
hills of El Dorado, Placer, Sacra¬ 
mento, Lake and Nevada Counties. 
San Jo.se, Sacramento, Placerville, 
Marysville and Anderson are cen¬ 
ters of production. ' 

Culture—The Bartlett is the prin¬ 
cipal and almost the exclusive va¬ 
riety grown in California. A few 
others like the Winter Nelis are 

sometimes quite profitabie, _ 

their culture is exceptional. French 
.seedling has been the usual root- 
stock, but the Japanese pear is com¬ 
ing into use on account of some re¬ 
sistance to blight and woolly' aphis. 
Pears are planted about 24 feet 
apart, or 75 trees per acre.

Drying is often done by the grow¬ 
er Himself. For shipping, each 
pear is wrapped in paper and they 
are then packed carefully in stand- 

/ ard sized boxes. 

Cost of Production—Production 
and harvesting expenses vary wide¬ 
ly, but $75 to $100 per acre is a 
lairly liberal average ot yearly ex¬ 
pense with good care. 

Returns—Production of trees ten 
years of age and up varies from 
iiuee to ten or more tons per acre, 
and the usual price from $2o to $00 
per ton. The foothill districts of 
smaller yield per tree make up to 
some extent by high shipping qual¬ 
ity of the fruit. Orctiaras average 
from ten to one hundred acres. 

Cost of Groves and Land—Good 
pear land, with water, can be 
bought at from $60 to $400 per 
acre, and producing groves are 
worth from $300 to $1000.

He golden valleys dotted with wide 
limbed oaks, or smothered under 
overweighted fruit tree.s. Here, too, 
crumble to ruin.s the old Franciscan 
missions, each in its own fair valley, 
passing nionument.s of California’s 
first page of written history. 

Inland rises the great Sierra, with 
spreading ridge and foothill, like 
some huge, sprawling centipede, its 
granite back unbroken for a thou¬ 
sand miles. Frost-torn peaks, of 
every height and bearing, pierce 
the blue wastes above. 

Their slope.s are dark with for¬ 
ests of sugar pines and giant 
sequoias, the mightiest of trees, in 
\ hose silent aisles one may wander 
all day long and see no sign of 
mail. 

Dropped here and there rest tur¬ 
quoise lakes which mark the craters 
of (lead volcanties, or which swell 
the polished basins where vanished 
glaciers did their last work. 

Ihrough mountain meadows run 
swift brooks, over-peopled with 
trout, w'hile from the crags leap 
full-tliroated streaio.s, to be half 
blown away in mist before they 
touch the valley floor. 

Tar down the ^fragrant canyons 
sing the green and troubled rivers, 
twisting their way' lower and lower 
to the common plains, each larger 
.stream calling to all his brooks to 
tejlow him as down they go head- 
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•Two diseases, blight 
and scab; two insects, codling .worm 
and thrips; and an occasional late 
frost are the chief obstacles to pear 
culture.

Even the hopeless stretches of 
Flkali and sand, sings of lost stream, 
in the southeastern counties, are 
redeemed by the delectable moun¬ 
tains that on all sides shut them in. 

Everywhere the landscape swims 
in crystalline ether, while over ail 
broods the warm California sun. 
Here, if anywhere, life is worth liv¬ 
ing, full and rich and free. 

As there is from end to end of 
California scarcely one common¬ 
place mile, so from one end of the 
year to the other there is hardly a 
tedious (Jay. Two seasons only has 
California, but two are enough if 
each in its way be perfect. Some 
have called the climate “monoton¬ 
ous,” but so, e(iually, is good health. 

In terms of Eastern experience, 
the seasons may be delined as “late 
in the spring and early in the fall”; 

“Half a year of clouds and flowers, 
half a year of du.st and sky,” 

according to Bret Hartc. But with 
the dust and sky come the un¬ 
broken succession of days of sun¬ 
shine, the dry invigorating air, 
scented by the resin of the tar- 
weed, and the boundless overflow 
of vine and orchard. 

Each season in its turn brings its 
(ill of satisfaction, and winter 
or .summer we regret lo look for¬ 
ward to change, because we feel 
never quite sure that the season 
which is coming will be half so at¬ 
tractive as the season which we now 
enjoy. 

So far as man is concenied, the 
one essential fact is that he is 
never the climate’s slave; he is 
never beleaguered by the powers of 
the air. Winter and summer alike 
call him out of doors. 

In summer he is not languid, for 
the air is never sultry. In nmst re¬ 
gions he is seldom hot, for in the 
sha(ie or after nightfall the dry air 
is always cool. When it rains the 
air may be chilly, in doors or out, 
but it is never cold enough to make 
the remorseless base-burner a wel¬ 
come alternative. 

The habit of roasting one’s self 
all winter long is unknown in Cali¬ 
fornia. The old Californian seldom 
built a fire for warmth’s sake. 
When he was cold in the house he 
went out of doors to get warm. 

The house was a place for storing 
food and keeping one’s bol(rngin,gs 
from the wet. 'To hide in it from 
the weather is to abuse the normal 
function. 

The climate of California is espe¬ 
cially kind to childhood and old age. 
Mon live longer there, and, if un¬ 
wasted by dissipation, strength of 
body is better conserved. To chil¬ 
dren the conditions of life are per- 
licularly favorable. California 
could have no better advertisement 
at some world’s fair than a visible 
demonstration of this fact. 

A third element of charm in Cali¬ 
fornia is that of personal freedom. 
The dominant note in the social de¬ 
velopment of the state is individual¬ 
ism, with all that it implies of good 
or evil. 

The Californian is a man from 
anywhere in America or Europe, 
typically from New England, per¬ 
haps, who has learned a thing or

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Potato Culture 
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By JOHN W. GILMORE 

Professor of Agronomy, U. of C. 

A he principal regions 

^ are in the delta lands 

* of San Joaquin and 

^ Contra Costa Counties 

and the Salinas Valley 
of Monterey County. 
There is, also, a con- 
j erable acreage in Los 
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■ Angeles, Orange, Mer- 
ced, Stanislaus and 
Napa Counties. 

The delta region consists of low¬ 
lands which for a long period of 
time have been inundated by the 
high waters of Sacramento and San 
Joaquin Rivers. The soil consists of 
partly decomposed vegetable mat¬ 
ter mixed with sediment from the 
overflows, and in this form it is 
loose and friable and permits the 
ready movement of water. The soil 
IS well suited not only to potatoes, 
but to onions, asparagus, beans and 
barley. 

Because this soil is very rich in 
organic matter and because of its 
loose texture and abundance of 
moisture, diseases that affect the 
potato thrive readily. These do not 
often damage the first crop, but 
they are sufficiently prevalent to in¬ 
fest and multiply in the soil, so that 
1 are often greatly re¬ 

duced. The disease causing the most 
trouble is the Fusarium. 

There is a tendency to grow pota¬ 
toes continuously for as long a 
period as possible, for this crop 
pays better returns when not af- 
lected than most other crops. It 
has not been found possible to do 
this, however, without incurring 
greatly diminished yields. Conse¬ 
quently, successful potato growing 
m this region is contingent upon 
adopting culture methods, especial¬ 
ly in respect to rotation of crops'* 
that will keep the soil bare from the 
disease; 

In any section of California the 
successful production of potatoes 
depends mo.st largely upon the prev¬ 
alence of a deep loam soil well sup¬ 
plied with moisture and free from 
disease infe.station. 

In the southern counties two 
crops per year are usually produced. 
The second crop is the more diffi¬ 
cult of securing a good stand and a 
vigorous growth during the warn 
weather. The second crop is plant¬ 
ed from the middle of July to Aug¬ 
ust 1. Proper preparation of the 
land, its cooling by irrigation and 
sprouting tlf; seed are the principal 
factors upon which success depends. 
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safely delivered to the Hudson Bay 
post at Ft. Vancouver. 

The territory immediately sur¬ 
rounding Mt. Shasta, in Northern 
California, was, on the whole, dis¬ 
appointing to Ogden. Insufficient 
beaver were found, and the Indians 
had such a “contemptible opinion 
of all traders” (to quote from Og¬ 
den’s Journal of February 10, 
1827) that thefts and murtlers were 
not only annoying but seriously 
threatened the success of the ex¬ 
pedition. The region is, however, 
one of intense interest to the trav¬ 
eler of today. 

The peculiarly beautiful blue- 
green waters of the McCloud River 
are distinctive. There is no other 
stream in the state which can be 
compared with it. Its pools and 
riflies still offer to the flslierman 
as wonderful an opportunity as was 
offered to Alexander Roderick Mc¬ 
Leod (for whom it was named) 
and his party when they were 
forced, in the early winter of 1828, 
to cache their furs on its banks and 
strike out, on foot, for Ft. Van¬ 
couver. 

The piscatorial art may be en¬ 
joyed where the state highway 
pai’allels its lower reaches in the 
vicinity of Baird, with its Federal 
fish hatchery and its attractive 
hotel. 

But the headwaters of the same 
stream, between McCloud and Bar- 
tie, afford even better sport. Here 
our road again parallels the river’s 
course, and the comforts of hotel 
life (at each of the two towns men¬ 
tioned) or the pleasures of real 
camp life are ours for the choos-

the river, ,icy cold, with its wonder- 
iul daylight color and its soothing 
night-time hum! Behind, Mt. 
Shasta, the crowning glory of Cali¬ 
fornia’s most glorious mountains, 
living, ever-present, and so near 
that its purple shadows, creeping 
over camp and river, warn of the 
coniin" -■"'"ht. * 

The huge yellow-holed pine trees 
and the fragrant new-made fir- 
bough bed' the cheerful evening 
campfire; the early breakfast of 
fresh, crisp-fried trout, nut-brown 
biscuits, and coffee such as can be 
had only in camp-! 

But net all our time can be spent 
here. New roads lemain to be ex¬ 
plored, and new fields to be con¬ 
quered. At Bartle we turn north, 
leaving the Fall River road for 
that known locally as the Davis, or 
Medicine Lake, road. 

After the fir.st three miles we 
strike long stretches of heavily tim¬ 
bered country, flat and almost level, 
but with an ever-changing vista 
which awakens the interest at every 
turn. Behind, Mt. Shasta is still 
visible. Ahead, Pumice Stone, bare 
of timber and dull gray in color, vies 
with Glass Mountain, whose huge 
mas.ses of jet black obsidian send 
the sun’s rays darting in all direc¬ 
tions. 

The evidences of recent (geologi¬ 
cally speaking) volcanic action 
which may be found on either side 
of the road and on all the sur¬ 
rounding hills from now until we 
reach the lake (via the right-hand 
road just beyond Pumice Stone 


“burned” lava, the obsidian from 
which Indian arrowheads were 
made, and in many other forms, 
are intensely interesting. Many a 
souvenir, both beautiful and unique, 
will be secured. 

First discovered by white men 
during the Modoc wars (which were 
fought nearby). Medicine Lake has, 
nevertheless, remained inaccessible 
Md practically unknown until with¬ 
in the past three years. 

Being but one and one-half miles 
long by one in width, it is not large 
as lakes go, but except that it lacks 
the impressiveness which great 
size alone may give (and it is, in 
this case, no real lack), it' is a true 
wonderland. 

It is a gem—a gem in a unique 
but appropriate setting; a gem des¬ 
tined to become, as time passes, all 
too popular. 

The fi.shing and the fact that it 
IS the center of the famous “mule 
tail” deer country are added attrac¬ 
tions. The beautiful sandy beach 
and the shallow lagoon (a boon for 
children) directly across the lake 
from the ranger cabin afford ex¬ 
cellent swimming. Is it possible 
that we have at last discovered the 
camper’s' paradise? 

To those seeking further pleas¬ 
ures, the trip may be extended 
terough Willow Creek and Klamath 
Falls to Crater Lake. The run is a 
pleasant one, and the lake, once 
visited, will never be forgotten. 

Returning, the State Highway 
from Medford leads south through 
Ashland, Hornbrook, Yreka, Sisson 
and the Sacramento Canyon.
